Bruce, who plays lovable rogue Les 
Battersby, has told pals he’s desperate to 
buy a £1.25million farm property in the 
snooty Cheshire village of Adlington. 


The luxury pad — owned by Heartbeat actress 
Tricia Penrose - is just about to go on the 
market and Bruce fancies himself living there 
as a welly-wearing country gent. 

The 53-year-old, who has been shaken by a 
series of health problems, reckons it will be the 
perfect place to get away from it all and relax. 

In July, he was rushed to Manchester Royal 
Infirmary after collapsing on the set of the 
Weatherfield soap. But the suspected heart 
attack turned out to be a muscle spasm. 


Earlier this year the father-of-four’s weight 
plunged by two stone after he contracted 
pneumonia, which he said left him in so much 
pain he was “screaming and just wanted to die”. 

And just six years ago Bruce, who earns about 
£160,000 a year, was forced to spend time in 
rehab after his boozing and a heavy workload 
left him exhausted. 

Friends say his usual routine when he returns 
from work to his home in Disley, Cheshire, has 
been to hit the local pubs. It’s a routine he is 
determined to break. 

A pal told the Daily Star Sunday: “Those 
health scares brought a lot of things into focus 
and Bruce has always fancied himself as a lord 
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of the manor. Now he has decided he wants to 
spend the rest of his days as a country gent. 

“He hopes his health will improve by getting 
away from his local boozers. And he’s hoping 
Tricia will accept his offer because he absolutely 
loves the place.” 

Bruce fell in love with the pad — a stunning 
barn conversion — when he visited Tricia, 36, 
who plays barmaid Gina Ward, and her TV 
presenter and property developer hubby Mark 
Simpkin, 33. 


It is one of two barns the couple have 
converted in the village which sits just 15 miles 
from Granada’s studios in Manchester where 
Corrie is filmed. 

Bruce and his wife Sandra, 45, own a second 
home in North Wales and a cabin cruiser they 
keep moored off Palma Nova in Mallorca. And 
pals says they are considering selling them both 
to help finance the purchase of their dream home. 

One said: “The price tag means he will have to 
make some sacrifices but he and Sandra are 
desperate to move and breathe some fresh air. 

“They think Adlington is perfect. It’s beautiful 
and less than half an hour from Bruce’s work.” 

Bruce checked into the £2,500-a-week Priory in 
2000 and at the time he said it was his faith in 
God that helped him turn his life around. 

“Without that, I don’t think I’d have got this 
far,” he said. “I prayed to God a lot. I prayed to 
God for peace sometimes. 

“T still keep praying and praying that I have 
beaten my demons and, until now, I have done.”
